New Delhi has turned down a Soviet of- 
fer to sell India MIG-21 jets but is 
interested in whether Soviet jet 
engines are suitable for use in the 
H-24, an Indian-built high performance 
jet.

India wants to match Pakistan’s re- 
cently acquired supersonic F-104’s 
with the H-24 if possible. New Delhi 
is also looking into the chances of 
acquiring advanc ed fighters fro m Brit- 
ain and France.
